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Alex. Woollcott 
Take Up Cudgels 

The sudden death of Alexander 
Woollcott In New York last Sat- 
urday night was not only a loss of 
national significance, but it was 
also a definite .set-back to the ef- 
fort of this neighborhood, which 
has never ceased, to overcome the 
crass official decision which 
thwarted, at least pio-tcm, the for- 
mal i ('cognition clue the Negro 
Bland for his notable contribu- 
tions to American folk-lore and 
music. 

* * * 
It will In- remembered that in 

1939 it came to light that the body 
of the composer of "Carry Mi- 
Back to Old Virginny." "Oh, Dem 
Golden Slippers." "In The Evening 
By The Moonlight," and 700 other 
songs and ballads was interred in 
an unmarked grave in the old Mor- 
ion Cemetery. 

As a result of the discovery, a 
group ejfmposed of Lower Morion 
and Najberth residents immediate- 
ly organized to provide a more ap- 
propriate and inspiring resting- 
place? for an artist whose works 
wore of world-wide renown. The 
fortuitous local circumstances of 
James Bland's death and burial 
were readily accepted as imposing 
a community accountability which 
could not be shirked by those aware 
of what it was that made up a 
great nationhood and of the justice 
due those, of ah colors and creeds 
who had contributed effectively to 
America's permanent progress and 
well-being 

80 different than is ordinarily 
the case, the substantial sum need- 
ed was forthwith available, up to 
$25,000, and in similar spirit all 
the other essentials of the enter- 
prise were to he provided without 
cost. The late Frank Schrepfer, for 
instance, was to landscape the pro- 
posed site as only he could do it ; 
Roland Fleer volunteered for the 
numerous legal aspects, while oth- 
ers did the leg-work around Phila- 
delphia, New York and Washing- 
ton in order to bring the bibliogra- 
phy up to date and to coordinate 
the various details which were in- 
volved.

The decision was to remove lhe 

body from the cemetery and to re- 
inter it on a hillock hard by, a na- 
tural setting which lent itself ad- 
mirably to the superb scheme of 
adornment which Frank Schrepfer 
had drafted. Tnen. in authentic 
artistry, there was to be erected a 
symbol of Minstrelsy, the sculptor 
to be a man of Bland's own race. 
Thus there would be consummat- 
ed the tribute which had been so 
long neglected in behalf of the 
greatest troubadour who ever 
lived: for Bland was all of that 
and not even Stephen Foster could 
vie with him in expressing the deep 
and plaintive moods which bewil- 
dered the Negro in (be alien land 
where he had been delivered in 
shackles and where only the feeb- 
lest kind of effort has been con- 
tinued to recognize his dignity as 
a human being and of the equality 
he. shares with his white brethren 
before God.

But the full consummation of 
Bland's right to be remembered has 
not as yet been achieved, for the 
little hillock was Township prop- 
erty and the Commissioners' ukase 
was that public land (about 500 
square fret) could not be devoted 
to any such private purpose! That 
was the way they said it at 
meeting, but outside, of meeting 
they were not abashed to state 
that it was not up to them to en- 
courage a "Negro rendezvous," to 
use the exact words, apparently not 
being concerned at all about the 
kind of illicit rendezvous of many 
nocturnal episodes the sequestered 
spot was known to he. 

As a result of this extraordinary 
dictum, another challenge of at 
least equal importance was resolved, 
as to whether this neighborhood, 
well acclaimed for its education and 
culture, could submit to any such 
outrageous compromise In its Amer- 
ican and civilized standards, and 
the obligation which followed to 
thrash out the question to deter- 
mine exactly what kind of people 
held forth in these parts. 

* * * 

Alexander Woollcott had come to 

know all these things and this nar- 
rator was to confer with him re- 
garding a definite plan of rescue 
at the Hotel Gotham. In New York 
on Thursday, January 28. 1943, 
which was yesterday. His untimely 
death, of course, has diverted the 
capable help he would have accord- 
ed, and that means this section has 
its own particular reason for de- 
ploring the passing of an estimable 
gentleman who made his mark on 
American life and letters in a mem- 
orable and unique way. 

Mr Woollcotts own idea was to 
tell the local tale in the Readers' 
Digest and then to cry out in in- 
dignant voice all over the land by 
radio, for this kind of sorry insu- 
larism was his pet peeve, and how 
he would have gone to town on it! 

* "* * 
In Cornelius Weygandt's last 

book. "The Plenty of Pennsylva- 
nia," the author states Stephen 
Foster was the "greatest man ever 
born in Pennsylvania." Perhaps 
there wont be general agreement 
on that score (nor on any otheri. 
but such a selection, by a discern- 
ing observer, at least affords an 
impressive index of the large sus- 
taining value of valid folk-music 
to the general theme of the good 
life. 

For the Songster of the Swanee 
River, there is a two-million dollar 
memorial in Pittsburgh, and Col- 
umbia University has him to the 
forefront in its Hall of Fame. 

James A. Bland, a similarly dis- 
tinguished artist, lies, unheralded 
and unsung, in a pauper's grave 
within five minutes' drive of our 
homes, justice to him estopped be- 
cause he is a Negro! 

Are we truly the kind of be- 
nighted denizens the solons infer 
we are, and is there really the need 
of applying to outside advocates in 
order to redeem our neighborhood 
from this patch of odium that now 
besmears it?

Speaker Outlines 
Rotary Principles 

Philadelphia Officer 
Addresses Bala- 
Cynwyd-Narberth 
Club 

Walter J. Schot. second vice- 
president of the Philadelphia Rot- 
ary Club, addressed members of the 
Bala-Cynwyd-Narberth Rotary Club 
at their weekly luncheon meeting 
on Tuesday. 

Introduced by Alvin Shull, Schot 
discussed "F-Otary Education and 
Rotary Information" and outlined 
the principles of Rotary as club 
service, vocational service, com- 
munity service and international 
service. He referred to the Rotary 
mottoes. "Service above Self" and 
"He profits most who serves best." 
and pointed out that membership 
in Rotary does not necessarily 
make a Rotarian, but that a true 
Rotarian is one who actually lives 
up to the mottoes and principles 
af the' 6rganlzation. " ' 

To illustrate the service record 
of Rotarians throughout the United 
States, he gave the following sta- 
tistics: 

Nine hundred and seventy Rot- 
arians head local defense councils; 
6901 serve local councils as staff 
officers; 21.295 have taken courses 
recommended by the OCD: 4059 
have donated to local blood banks; 
4753 have left their regular voca- 
tions for full time war work; 3674 
have been guest speakers at or- 
ganization meetings to give infor- 
mation on the war effiort; 894 clubs 
have offered corporate service and 
manpower to local defense councils 
and 290 clubs sponsor public meet- 
ings to educate the public on vari- 
ous phases of the war effort. 



they said, will preserve the physi- 
cians' physical energy and conserve 
valuable rubber and gasoline. 

They pointed out that their 
ranks had been thinned because 
many physicians are now with the 
armed forces. 

"This has created conditions," 
the Society's spokesman pointed 
out, "which are requiring addition- 
al services above normal for those 
physicians at home." 

On four points they asked the 
cooperation of the public: 

(1) That the public pay special 
attention to minor complaints, 
such as the so-called "common 
cold,' etc., and thereby help pre- 
vent serious illnesses with addi- 
tional necessity of physicians, hos- 
pitalization, etc. 

(2) When the services of a phy- 
sician are needed, do not delay and 
call him at various hours of the 
day. Call your physician in his 
morning office hour. This will per- 
mit of the best service to all. A 
physician cannot retrace his course 
without unnecessary loss of time. 
In addition, this will also help to 
conserve the vital materials of rub- 
ber and gasoline. 

(3) Please do not expect a physi 
cian to make calls in the evening 
or at night for minor complaints, 
or simply to benefit the conveni- 
ence of a person. Physicians with 
their long hours of required duty, 
are physically unable to meet un- 
necessary demands and at the 
same time fulfill their heavy duties 
continuously. 

(4) If your physician has been 
called to the service, make it your 
duty to ascertain the office hours 
of the physician to whom he has 
referred you, in order that the best 
cooperation can be obtained.

Dwindling Supplies, Help Shortage 
Results In New Milk Control Rules 

Steps that are necessary to maintain sanitary and health 
standards in the face of dwindling dairy supplies were outlined 
in the 21st annual report of Dr. George W. Grim, milk control 
officer for this section. 

Dr. Grim also predicted that milk deliveries might be cut to 
every other day. In the future, he said, they might be eliminated 
entirely except at homes where there was sickness or maternal 
care was being administered. 

The milk district for which Dr. Grim reports includes Nar- 
berth Borough and Haverford and Lower Merion Townships. 

Retirement of two dealers during required in the war effort Yjs 

sharply curtailed the available sup- 
ply of milk handling equipment. 
Consequently milk plants have been 
compelled to maintain existing 
equipment in order that it may be 
kept in serviceable condition dur- 
ing the present emergency.

the past year was reported by the 
milk control officer. One handled 
pasteurized milk and one manufac- 
tured ice cream. 

In his report Dr. Grim pointed 
to numerous war-time complica- 
tions that were making control of 
milk and dairy supplies more diffi- 
cult. 

Heavy cream, he said, had dis- 
appeared from the market because 
of scarcity of dairy products and 
the drain of manpower from the 
industry. 

One of the most drastic measures 
is the recommendation made by the 
District's milk control committee to 
the Philadelphia Milk Commission 
that "certification of mil* for the 
immediate future be conditioned 
upon pasteurization, in addition to 
enforcing the existing production 
standards." 

This would effect certified milk 
brands. 

"Most of the milk in this class," 
he^ said, "is sold in the raw state 
and hence is not provided with the 
protection afforded by pasteuriza- 
tion." 

In discussing the pasteurized 

milk supply, which makes up the 

great bulk of deliveries, he said:

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INFORMATION ON PROPER CARE 
OF RAYON STOCKINGS 

With nylon stockings due to fade out of :!,e picture, rayon 
and cotton hose become of prime importance to the consumer. 
In order to get full value for her stocking dollar, the consumer 
needs to know how to buy wisely. 

The necessity for consumers to care properly for rayons — 
especially to allow ample time for drying must be emphasized. 
We have learned to designate the weight of stockings by threads. 
Now we must learn a new term-denier. Denier refers to the thick- 
ness of the thread used in knitting the stocking. The finer the 
denier, the sheerer the hose. 

A fifty denier corresponds to a three and four thread silk. A 
seventy-five denier rayon corresponds to a five and six thread silk 
and a one hundred denier corresponds to a seven thread silk. 

Another point that needs to be stressed is the selection ot 
the proper denier for the use intended to be made of the hose. 
Do not subject sheer rayon to hard wear for which they never 
were intended. . , ,. 

In washing, allow from 24 to 48 hours for drying, depending 
on the weight of the hose. Wash after every wearing ,n luke- 
warm suds, made from mild soap. Be sure to handle carefully 
when wet and do not stretch or pull. Dry away from heat and 

Always remember that moisture weakens any rayon fiber 
until it is thoroughly dried. 

Be a good consumer — take care of what we have.

Creilil Tor Dependents 

A taxpayer is entitled lo n credit 
for each person other lhan hus- 
band or wife, whether related to 
him or rioi, and whether living 
with him or not, who during the 
luxable year was dependent upon 
and received his chief support 
from the taxpayer, provided the 
dependent was either (a) under 18 
years of age. or <b> incapable of 
self-support because mentally or 
physically defective. 

The credit for dependents is 
based upon actual financial depen- 
dency and not mere legal depen- 
dency. Il is not necessary that the 
dependent be related to the tax- 
payer, but the taxpayer must have 
provided more lhan one-half of the 
support, or there is no dependency. 

The term 'mentally or physically 
defective" includes not only those 
who are mentally afflicted and 
physically crippled, hut also per- 
sons who, by reason of old age or 
impaired health, are Incapable of 
self-support. The state of mental 
or physical defect need not be of a 
permanent nature, but if it existed 
for only a portion of the year, then 
the credit for dependent can be 
claimed only for that portion of 
the year during which the depen- 
dent was supported by the tax- 
payer. 

A person may not acquire a 
credit for dependent by reason of 
support of a person qualifying as 
a dependent if. as a result of such 
support, he acquires a head of 
family exemption, but may acquire 
a credit for dependent by reason 
of additional persons qualifying as 
dependents, whom he supports. 
Thus, if a person claims head of a 
family exemption on account of 
support of an aged mother or 
father, incapable of self-support or 
a child, he would not he entitled to 
a credit for such dependent; but if 
he supported more than one per- 
son he could claim credit for such 
additional persons provided they 
were under 18 years of age or in- 
capable of self-support. 

Credit for dependents may not 
be divided between two persons 
tiling separate returns, but must 
be taken by the one contributing 
the chief support. A credit for de- 
pendents may be claimed by a 
father who provides the supjjprt 
for his children living with his 
divorced wife, if the support is 
provided as a result of a court 
decree or as the result of an agree- 
ment between husband and wife. 

The credit for dependent, allow- 
able to a taxpayer filing on Form 
1040, is $350, and is proportionate 
with the number of months of de- 
pendency. Thus, for a child born 
on July 1, the credit allowable 
would be $175 (for six months), 
and if a child became 18 years of 
age on July 1 the credit allowable 
would be $175. One-half a month 
or less is not counted as a month; 
more than one-half a month is 
counted as a month in calculating 
the credit.

further burdens. Transportation 
problems have reduced delivery 
service and inconvenienced consum- 
ers. Delays in deliveries have .re- 
quired more attention to proper 
cooling and refrigeration of milk 
during delivery." 

Referring to the supply in gen- 
eral, he pointed out that acute 
shortages in both milk and cream 
have occurred during the year, 
necessitating milk and ice cream 
dealers applying to the boards of 
health for additional sources of 
supply. 

Dr. Grim, however, said: 

"Requests for permission to rib-" 
tain emergency supplies of milk for 
household use have not been 
granted. It is believed that suffi- 
cient inspected supplies are obtain- 
able although some difficulties in 
their procurement have been re- 
ported." 

Speaking of the ice cream sup- 
ply, Dr. Grim said that rationing of 
raw materials had required a ma- 
terial reduction in the volume of 
ice cream manufactured. 

"Many of the troublesome fancy 
novelties have disappeared from 
the market," he said. 

Also, Dr. Grim frowns upon the 
new butter mixtures because of 
sanitary reasons. 

"A substantial portion of the local 
butter supply," he said, "is printed 
and wrapped at the creamery, thus 
reducing to a minimum the possi- 
bility of contamination through re- 
handling. The sale of whipped or 
re-worked butter has been discour- 
aged."

Ho Epidemic of 
Measles Expected 

Lower Merion Taking 
Extra Precautions to 
Prevent Spread 

Forty-one new enses of measles 
In Lower Merion Township this 
week brought the total number of 
cases of this disease to 102 since 
January 1. 

Compared to last year, when only 
two cases occurred In the first 
three weeks of January, this is a 
lurgc increase, but according to 
Robert L. Thomas, township health 
officer, the disease has not reached 
epidemic proportions here as yet. 

Unique control measures prac- 
ticed in Ixrwer Merion, which ex- 
ceed the requirements of the State 
Department of Health, are thought 
by Thomas to be partially respons- 
ible for the fact that the measles 
are not spreading here as fast as 
in other sections. This control re- 
quires that all susceptible house- 
bold contacts, that is, children of 
school age who have been in close 
contact with a child who has come 
down with measles, must be quar- 
antined for the incubation period 
of one week, from the seventh to 
the 14th clay. Adults are not re- 
quired to be quarantined. 

State regulations do not require 
that household contacts shall be 
quarantined. 

"The fact that the measles cases 
already reported." states Health 
Otlicer Thomas, "are not confined 
to any one area of the township 
but are pretty generally scattered 
probably means that mpre cases 
are to be expected, though it is 
doubtful if it will reach epidemic 
proportions here." There is no 
plan tn close the schools, he as- 
serted. 

The quarantine for those con- 
tract inR the disease is a minimum 
of ten days and the quarantine is 



lifted at the end of that time only 
upon certification by the physician 
that the child has completely re- 
covered. 

The last time there was any real 
epidemic of measles in Lower 
Merion was in 1934, when 1160 cases 
were reported during the year. 

The total for 1938 was 741; for 
1940, . r >09; for 1941, 600; and last 
year only 49 cases appeared during 
the entire ypar. 

Other cases of contagious disease 
reported In Lower Merion during 
the week ending January 22 are 
five chicken pox. eight German 
measles, six mumps and seven 
whooping cough.

TO YOU WHO LIVE AND BUY IN NARBERTH 

Officers of the Narberth Business Council have received many queries 
both from local residents and merchants about the kinds of driving that are 
permissible under OPA regulations. 

The nature of these queries indicate most peoDle are anxious to avoid 
non-essential driving. They realize that vital gasoline supplies are needed to 
keep our war machinery in high gear. 

Here is what OPA officials ruled about using automobiles to attend 
meetings. 

In the absence of other adequate means of transportation, car owners 
may drive to meetings directly related to their jobs, but only if attendance is 
essential to, or part of, their occupation or profession. They may also drive to 
meetings conducted to train personnel for emergencies and make other prepara- 
tions for emergencies that involve a threat to life, health or property. 

Other types of meetings cannot be included as essential trips, even 
though they promote social welfare or civic good. Thus car owners may not 
drive to functions of various clubs and organizations, even though they perform 
useful service to the community and the war effort. 

In the absence of other means of transportation, it is also permissible to 
drive to weddings, christenings and baptisms, as well as regular church services. 

Along these broad lines it is not difficult for the average citizen to de- 
termine when he is engaged in essential driving. OPA officials are interested 
in exercising only what enforcement is necessary to yield our best, all-out war 
effort. 

No citizen or merchant of Narberth should want less.
